My Lord 

IN^'bedierce to the comm'n's ofthe'Rieht Honorable the 
Lord A mbr-iTidoiir f( r Barhary^ I prcfent y u- Lordfliip 
with a Fhdmonenon in: m^tc; r of trd in Nature, wh'ch , for 
its rarity and piodigioulnefs, may, with aleffcr check to mc ftom 
your Lordfliip for the pr Jy mption p and a kflVr regret for t he 
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^vocation, obtain the favour ofyoufpsiufal. The thing is 
evident, and (htvvs itfelf, and can w thall be attefted by thou- 
fands, bat above all the reft by his Excellency , the faid Lord 
AmbjflTadour, whowasanEyc-witnefsofit, and irapofed this 
task on me , of giving your Lordihip a perfe^ Narrative of the 
wonder , which is as follows 5 

Elizabeth Trevers ^ 23. or 24. years of age, fair of com- 
plexion, brown-hair*d , of an healthy conftitutioa, lowoffta- 
ture, of honeft repute , but ofmean and poor parentage, near 
chisTown, was on Friday July ^d, 1669. in good health, and 
went well to bed, where fhe took as good reft and (leep, as e- 
ver before,but in the morn ng,whcn flie awaken'd, and attemp- 
ted to turn herfelf in her bed, was notable, fiading her Breifts 
fofwell'd, that (he was affrighted to an aftoniihment.

ons </f<>r/««», and the fwelling fome^hit abated i lucthe MuJ 
was fo weaken'd upon it for 2. or 3. days afta , chst I ourft not 
attempt any thing ofthatnatue fince-, fed quiafafa fait fttp- 
fresfiommmenfiumfer ftx retro menfes , DiureticAiwn mlU , &: 
fdnguinis menflrHi frole^amenta frxfcripfi.i tending alio Phl-bo- 
toaiy. The Tuhli or pipes or tfic Br a(f s aie all vtry hard and 
fwtUed ; and indeed the wholcbieaftsfeem to be nxhing cifc 
bucthofe tuhtili , and little or notJung of wind or water. As 
near as we cm guefs, the leftbreaft weighs about 2 5 . p >unds, 
but the right fomcwaac Icfs. Aad the skia oi: ti.e Bick, 
Neck and Belly fecmtobe drawn towards the Breafts o feiye 
for the diftsnfion.

Now what mould occafion thofc monftrous tumors of the 
whole Breafts , and that (o fuddenly in one night, keeps us in 
great fufpence. There occurs nothing ia this point fatiiYado- 
ry in the writings of Plater ut , Rhodericui a Cdflro , Fontanus , 
Fortius , or any other of the M .>derns,t{iat I have feen, writing 
de Merbis Muliemm , fuitable ro what may be offsr'd upon the 
D4f4 of the Circulation of the Blood , theLymph^eduds, and 
the Fafa. Chylifera Thoraciea , and probably fome C ipill sry vet 
fcls bvaachmg thence ( in their progrefs to the Sub-cUvhls > 
through the latercoftal Mufcles into the Breafts.

revived. This indicated toqie, what I was further to do for- 
feer. fgavehcr on'funday laft "<■**. which wrought upward 
plencifuUy^ and fliS daily gets flrength iince, aud her Brcafts 
abate. I defigne to falinte her , m hopes to correiS that vill- 
ous ferment, which is fputdcut of the Ge'»/»^»a'i'(?f»w into the 
Breads, and contributes much to thofe tumors.
